What happens to waste oil 
after nn oil change? 

That is “something of a 
mystery,” says En- 
ylronmental Selence 
Technology in a feature report 
on the disposal of waste 
jubricatlon oi = from: 
automobiles. Given that some 
600 million gallons of waste oil 
must be disposed of annually 
and that the oi) re-refining 
industry cannot meet that 
demand, the suspicion, Bc. 
cording to ES&T, is “that 
much of it ends up in the en- 
vironment, usually in an 
unacceptable fashion.” 

While most of the oll is. 
removed from service slations 
by small trucking operations, 
or “scavengers,” its ultimate 
fate is uncertain, says the 
monthly, a publication of the 
Ameri¢an Chemical Society. 
A common belief is that the 
smalier operators routinely 
dump the oi] into sewers, 
vacant jots, or the nearest 
convenient waterway. 
Another outlet is combination 
of the waste oil with regular 
heating oi} for sale to un: 
suspecting cuslomers. 

While traditionally waste 
ail, after being refined and 
blended with virgin lube oil, 
has been sold as reclaimed oi, 
that outlet is decreasing for 
ceveral reagons’ the difficulty 
of removing additives during 
re-refimng, the loss of a tax 
advantage over virgin Jube

oll; and the fact that, if re- 
refined , some 20 to 40 percent 
of the waste ofl remains as 
acid sludge or contaminated 
clays that in turn must be 
disposed of. 

Adding to the difficulty of 
learning where the waste oil 
toes, says ES&T, is that some 
33 10 45 pereent of all auto ells 
are now bought al retail stores 
other than service stations. 

“TL is intriguing to wonder,” 
the magazine points oul, 
““what people who buy their oi 
at the drug store do with the 
waste they drain from the 
erankease at home,” 

Several pessibilities for the 
disposal of waste oil now being 
explored are described by 
Environmental Science & 
Technology. These include re- 
refining processes that con- 
siderably reduce left-over 
wastes; production of diesel 
fuel and zero-sulfur healing 
oils, and comtrolled blending of 
waste Jube with virgin fuel oil. 

However, ES&T reports 
concern by the U.S. En- 
vironmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) over possible 
hazartis of burning oil con- 
taining several contaminants 
including metals such as lead, 
iron, phosphorus, zinc, and 
barium, The magazine also 
adds that the conversion of 
waste oil lo a product less 
yaluable than Jube oil leaves 
little, if any, room for a profit. 

“Re refiners presently 


free 
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make a bare few cents per 
gallon on their reprocessing 
operations, and any in- 
yestment required to upgrade 
their technology would appear 
io require either a more 
valuable product or an 
outright subsidy to make it 
worthwhile,” the magazine 
explains. 

Phe story of waste crank- 
case oils is yet another case, 
with which the environmental
